REMARKS 



Favorable reconsideration is respectfully requested. 
The claims are 46 to 71 . 

Applicants acknowledge with appreciation the indication that claims 27, 30 and 35 to 38 
are allowed and that claims 26, 28 and 32 would be allowable if rewritten in independent form. 

It is considered that all claims are now allowable in view of the indicated allowable 
subject matter and reasons set forth below. 

A new set of claims is presented and the correspondence between the new and previous 
claims is set forth in the attached table. 

An editorial correction to page 14 is made by the above amendment. 

Claims 25, 29, 31, 33-35, 38-45 have been rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being 
anticipated by Stacey et al. (US 6,018,008). 

This rejection is respectfully traversed in view of the above amendments and the attached 
table showing correspondence between all of the present claims and previously allowed claims. 

Further, claims 41 and 45 (new claims 67 and 71) were deemed to lack novelty, but these 
claims depend on claim 36 which the Examiner found allowable, and thus it is considered that 
these claims are also allowable. 

Further, the citation discloses the application of the specified polymer compound to an 
optical fiber, but there is no disclosure whatsoever of the application to a resist composition or a 
resist dissolution inhibitor as in the present invention and new claims 64 to 71. 

No further issues remaining, allowance of this application is respectfully requested.
